tube was picric acid and prussiateof soda, 
these bein-íí separated at the point where 
the tube was compressed by a small ball 
of cotton saíuríued with sulphuric acid, 
which, nt a p:iven moment, would be con- 
sumed by the sulphuric acid, thus allow- 
ing the picric and prussiate to mix and 
cause an explosion."

PAUre, Dec. 12.—The corridor of the 
chamber of deputies presented its ordi- 
aary appearance yesterday, but there was 
a large attendance of the deputies as wel ' 
M of the public. 
Previous to the Intro- 
duction of the government's bills the so- 
cialists' deputies met and decided to op- 
pose the motion to give urgcncy to the 
bill against the anarchists. 


The government's first bill, to make it a 
penal oifense to publish incitements, to 
commit outrages by the use of explosives, 
provides punishment for indirect in ad- 
dition to direct incitementiî. 


The second bill, to regulate the manu- 
facture and possession of explosives, pro- 
vides not only for the control of explosives 
and thpir use, but regulates the use and 
possession of chemicals used in tho manu- 
facture of explo.^iiveij. an J both chemicals 
and explo.siv^s can he seized if the police 
have any suspicion liiat they are to be ; 
to an improper uso. 


Tho third ine.isure. extending the power 
of tho police for the repression of anarchy 
agitation and for preventing anarchist out- 
rages, increases the credit of the depart- 
ment of the inti*rior by y^O.OOO fntncrt, and 
augments the police in the provinces and 
•fltablishes additional police bureaus, in- 
creases tho wages of badly paid municipal 
policemen, and largely increases the force. 


The fourth bill, providing for police su^ 
pervision of anarcliistic societies, will put 
iuch .societies in the same category as as- 
•ociations of law breakers« 


The first bill was adopted by a vote of 
418 to 130 and the chamber adjourned.

A Rawhide Cannon. 


A Syracuse man named La Tulip, 
has invented a cannon known as tho 
La Tulip rawhide gun, of which great 
things are expected. 
Ono of the guns, 
made by its inventor, was tested at 
Onondaga Valley. 
It ^reighs in the 
neighborhood of 400 pounds, while the 
cannon of the same calibre iu use by 
the army weighs nearly 1500. 
Its pe- 
culiarity lies in its lightness and the 
easy manner in which it can be trans- 
ported. 
Across the breech it measures 
about fonrteon inches, and tapers to 
about six at the muzzle. 
A forged 
steel cone forming the barrel runs to the 
full length, and is only three-qunrters 
of an inch in thickness.

layer after layer of the finest rawhide, 
compressed until it has the strength 
of steel.

Orlifia oi the Word "Trolley." 


Most p e r s o n s who use tho word "trol- 
ley" probably do not know the origin 
of this term, or why this name was 
given to that apparatus by which the 
electricity is conveyed from au aerial 
wire. 
Twenty years ago, the word was 
used to designate " a form of truck 
which can be tilted, for carrying rail- 
road materials or tho like." 
This is 
the only deliuition of the word 
in 
Webster's Dictionary of the edition of 
1818. 
i n the edition of 1892 of the 
same work, three other definitions are 
added. 
1. "A narrow 
cart that 
is 
pushed by hand or drawn by an ani- 
mal." 
It is noted thnt this meaning 
of the word is iu use iu England, not 
in tho United 
Htates. 
2. ''A truck 
from which tho load is suspended on 
some kinds of c r a n e s . T h i s meaning 
is technical, according to Webster, and 
employed only in speaking of machin- 
ery, 
3. "(Electricrailway.) 
A truck 
which travels along the lixed conduc- 
tors. and forms a means of connection 
between them and a railway car." 
It 
is easy to see how the primitive form 
of the electric trolley, v/hich travels 
upon the wires, came to receive its 
name from the resemblance to other 
types of trolley ; and the name, having 
been immediately given to its prim- 
itive form, M as naturally retained when 
tho method of connection was changed 
from a little truck moving on a wire, 
to a mast having at its end a wheel 
pressing on the lower service of the 
wire.—Detroit Free Press.
